control 


garden insects are of the follo\ying 
three types: (1) lead or calcium 
arsenate for the chewing type in- 
sects, such as potato beetles. (2) 
Cryolite for blister beetles 
and 


other chewing insects that cannot 
be controlled with lead or calcium 
arsenate. Cryolite is also used for 
all chewing insects on beans. 


(3- A contact insecticide to con- 


trol aphids and other sucking in- 
sects. Nicotine sulfate and rotenone 
are recommended by the Extension 
Service of the University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriiulture. 


While these three insecticides are 
the necessary ones, 
Paris 
green 


and DDT may be added to the list. 
Paris green is unsurpassed as the 
toxic substance in bran baits used 
to control cutworms and grasshop- 
pers. DDT is superior to cryolite 
tor blister beetle control. 


A suitable sprayer or duster is 


essential for proper application of 
the insecticides.
